‘THERE appears to be ro institution in 
the world the fundamental rales of which 
are less universally understood than that 
of life insurance, nor one with which more 
popular fallacies are linked. An authority 
on the subject laments the profound ignor 
ance of many writers who propound 
their theorics, especially as regards 
the liabilities of life companies, com- 
paring their future engagements with 
the present means xt their disposal, 
and drawing a contrast between the 
condition of a fire company, under a 
calamity suck as the Chicago fire, with 
that of a life company, supposing similar 
heavy and unexpected losses were to. over- 
take them. 

That no analogy exists it requires but 
a few words to explain, the one being gov- 
erned mainly by the doctrine of chances, 
whilst the other is simply subject to a law 
of Nature never yet known to fail. 

That a whole city may be nearly de- 
stroyed by the event of a few hours we 
have seen; but that the ratio of mortality 
from one year to the other has ever ex- 
ceeded certain limits we have also scen to 
be impossible. Even epidemics, history 
proves to us, are confined at all times to 
certain localities; and, in the experience 
of the oldest established life companies, 
either here or in Europe, have really 
caused an almost unappreciably increased 
death rate. 

This question has been fully tested in 
the past—nay, for generations ; in fact, the 
point really at issucis, whether, under the 
improved sanitary laws and the generally 
better health of the masses, it would not 
be possible, by estimating a lighter ratio 
of mortality, to still further reduce the 
rates than it has been considered so far 
only safe to charge upon life insurance. 

This was actually done many years ago 
by the old Equitable of England, who had 
started upon a scale of premiums based 
upon an experience of mortality which 
had been ascertained during one of the 
severest epidemics that, since the Great 
Plague, had ever scourged that country: 
and it is still debated in England whether 
this reduction might not now be carried 
still further. 

That the present premium is, at least, 
sufficient to guarantee the future stability 
of a life company is, however, what mosi 
concerns us now; and, by the introduc- 
tion of the mutual principle, we are also 
assured of a proportionate return of this 
premium, should the rate really prove to 
be in excess of what is necessary. 

Let us see, now, what relation the assets 
of a life company bear to its liabilities. 
Let it be understood, from what we have 
said, that the whole amount insured is not, 
strictly speaking, a liability, inasmuch as it 
does not constitute what could be called 
an immediate claim; but one that only 
presents itself by degrees, and in an ascer- 
tained proportion during a scries of years. 
To render, therefore, a life assurance com- 
pany solvent, it is merely necessary that 
it should possess a fund which, in improv- 
ing at compound interest, shall be sufil- 
cient. to pay off these claims as they 
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the people will next fall have a word to 
say. There isno probability that they 
will commit such a mistake, 





SraTIsTIcs OF COMMERCE.—Mr. Young, 
chief of the Bureau of Statistics, has sent 
us an ailvance sheet of his Monthly Re- 
port, No. 8, which contains a statement of 
the foreign trade of the United States for 
the first eight months of the current fiscal 
year. This exhibit shows imports amount- 
ing to $391,670,674, against $320,471,018 
of domestic exports reduced to specie 
values, and $14,804,030 of foreign exports. 
For the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious fiscal year the imports were $320,110,- 
788, against $321,351.283 of domestic ex- 
ports, reduced to specie values, and $16,- 
861,355 of foreign exports. Our imports 
this year haye been dargely increased, 
with but a slight increase of our exports. 
We have exported $30,464,512 of domestic 
specie and bullion and $5,019,295 of 
foreign specie, making an aggregate 
of $35,483,807. Our imports of specie 
have been $7,635,485. This shows a net 
outgo of specie amounting to $27,848,322. 
The trade balance against us from July 
1st, 1871 to February 29th, 1872, is $79,- 
830,841, from which deduct the net outgo 
of specie, and we have an apparent bal- 
ance of $51,982,519 against the United 
States for the first eight months of the 
present fiscal year. The number of for- 
eign vessels that entered our ports was 
19,463, with a tonnage of 6,984,821 tons; 
while the number of American vessels was 
10,977, with a tonnage of 3,789,996 tons. | 
The number of the latter that cleared was 
10,824, with a tonnage of 3,596,515 tons; | 
while the number of the former was 18,- 
863, with a tonnageof 5,706,128 tons. Of 
the total value of our foreign trade for the 
eight months ended February 29th, 1872, 
carr‘cd in vessels, Over seventy-two per 
cent. was in foreign vessels, as compared 
with sixty-eight per cent. for the corre- 
sponding period of 1871. These statistics 
present a picture not very flattering to 
American pride. We not only have a 
large balance of trade against us, but are 
also confronted with the fact that nearly 
the whole of our foreign commerce is car- 
ried in foreign vessels. It is quite time 
that Congress took some effectual step to 
revive our commercial marine and enable 
it to compete with other nations. 





Tne GmerMan ZOLLVEREW.—The Ger- 
man Zollverein was founded in 1828 by 
the association of Prussia and the Grand 
Duchy of Hessen, for the purpose of levy- 
ing uniform customs duties upon merchan- 
dise imported from abroad, and abolishing 
all interior custom-houses between the 
two countries. Soon after other German 
states came into the union, and finally all 
the states of Germany enrolied them- 
selves gs members of the Zollverein. They 
thus became commercially one country, 
like the states of the American Union, 
imposing no duties upon trade with each 
other, but protecting their own industry 
and raising a revenue which was propor- 
tionately distributed among them, by levy- 
ing duties on foreign manufactures. Since 
the political unity of Germany has been 
secured by merging all these states into the 
Empire, under William, King of Prussia

FINANCIAL NOTES. 


Tax Repvuctrion.—General Grant has 
held the presidential office for thirty-nine 
months; and in each of bis annual mes- 
gages has earnestly called the attention of 
Congress to the importance of reducing 
the tax burdens of the country as rapidly 
as the fiscal necessities of the Government 
would permit. During his Administra- 
tion our revenue laws have been so altered 
as to take off about $140,000,000 of taxes, 
including the estimated reduction of more 
than $50,000,000 to arise from the recent 
tax reform of Congress. Notwithstand- 
ing this large decrease of taxes, the Ad- 
ministration has in the meantime paid off 
$331,945,879.78 of the public debt. 
Does any sensible Tax Reformer want to 





read better figures than _ these? 
Since the close of the war the 
Government, managed by the Re- 


publican party, has paid about $500,- 
000,000 of the debt, and given the country 
an estimated tax reduction amounting to 
more than $300,000,000. Is it probable 
that the Democracy would have done 
better? While the Administration of 
General Grant has been doing its part of 
this noble work, the Democratic 'Bam- 
many rulers of New York City stole 
about $28,000,000 from its treasury. 
Would Mr. Greeley, the renegade Repub- 
lican, elected by Democratic votes and 
ruled by Democratic counsels, be likely to 
meke any improvement on the financial 
record of General Grant? Practical men— 
financiers, bankers, merchants, and busi- 
ness men generally—will be rather slow 
to try the experiment. The financial 
argument against Mr. Greeley, were there 
no other, ought to be the end of his pres- 
idential prospects. , 


THe Economy OF THE GOVERNMENT.— 
Mr. Dawes, who is one of the best statis- 
ticians in Congress, has recently submitted 
to the House of Representatives a table of 
statistics which shows that the Democratic 
charge of extravagance against the Ad- 
ministration is utterly false. The whole 
expenditures of the Government during 
1871, excluding those caused by the war, 
were but $6,448,682 more than in 1861, the 
cheapest year of Buchanan’s Administra- 
tion, although the population and business 
of the country had been largely increased 
since the latter period. The expenditures 
in 1861 were at the rate of $1.95 per 
head, and in 1871 they were at the 
rate of $1.76, showing a decrease 
of nineteen cents. per capita for the 
whole country. There has been no other 
Administration during our entire history 
in which the law of economy has so thor- 
oughly guided the policy of the Govern- 
ment, andin which so few losses of the 
public money have occurred, in propor- 
tion to the vast sums that have passed 
through the hands of the fiscal agents of 

the Treasury. General Grant entered 
upon office with a pledge to the American 
People that he would endeavor to make 
the Government economical and honest ; 
and the figures show that he has lived up 

to his expressed purpose, Defaulters an a 

thieves, when detected, have been prompt 

ly brought to justice. And yet this is the 

Administration which partisan Demo- 

trats and Greeley Republicans denounce 

as venal and prodigal, and would super- 


the attention of speculators for the past 


and Emperor of Germany, the Zollver- 
cin has been superseded by a royal decree, 
which declares Germany to be “one cus- 
toms and commercial territory, sur- 
rounded by a common frontier.’ The 
protective theory upon which the Zollver- 
ein was originally founded is still retained, 
somewhat modified to suit a change of 
circumstances. The result of this theory, 
applied for a little less than fifty vears in 
Germany, has been a vast development of 
her productive and manufacturing indus- 
try. The German states, before their polit- 
ical unity was established, saw the neces- 
sity of regarding themselves as commer- 
cially one country, and organizing the Zoll- 
verein for the mutual protection of their 
uve sxill'and cheaper labor of other coun- 
tries. They adopted a tariff upon foreign 
products, for the protection of home 
products; and the immense industria}, 
commercial, and military growth of 
these states under this theory fully demon- 
strates its wisdom. The Free Traders 
of this country, who so loudly denounce 
the doctrine .of a protective tariff, would 
do well to study the history of the German 
Zoliverein, established in 1828. It has 
proved a vast blessing to the German 
states. The Emperor William has no idea 
of substituting free trade for that which 
has given such a wonderful development 
to the industry and skill of the German 
race, This country could hardly make a 
greater mistake than that of opening its 
ports free of duty to the commerce of the 
world. 





MONEY MARKET. 


Up to the close of last week all the in- 
dications were highly favorable, con- 
sidered financially, to a condition of 
things, for the next six months at least, 
tending to the general prosperity of the 
country and highly encouraging to the 
business community. Congress had 
agreed to adjourn on Monday, the long 
agony in relation to the Washington 
Treaty and the General Conference was 
believed to be over, the Bank Statement 
was favorable to continued euse in the 
loan market, and, more than all, the 
nomination of Grant and Wilson by the 
Philadelphia Convention had given a 
feeling of security in the political and 
financial future. On Monday the stock 
market ought to have been generally 
higher and the gold market lower. But 
they were not. The news in relation to 
the Treaty threatened an adjournment of 
the Geneva Arbitration for the space of 
eight months, to give time for a better 
understanding of the supplemental clause ; 
there were still doubts as to the President 
being compelled to call an extra session of 
Congress to pass the Civil Appropriation 
Bill; then it was announced that a per- 
emptory demand had been made on the 
Spanish Government for the release of 
Doctor Houard; and these things helped 
to keep up the price of gold, while 
they atfected the stock market un- 
favorably, though Government securities 
remained firm and the permanent invest- 
ment stocks were in demand. But the 
active favorites which have monopolized 


sixty days are lower and neglected. Pacific 
Mail hangs comparatively steady, while 
the application for an injunction to restrain 
the company from buying their own stock, 
in accordance with the act of legislature 
authorizing a reduction of the capital, is 
before the courts. Northwestern Common 
has sold off, and is likely to fall lower 
because the dividend was passed at the 
recent meeting of the directors in Chi- 
cago. Milwaukee and St. Paul has fallen 
off, from a similar cause; and Rock Island 
has declined, because the directors have 
not published the statement of its affairs 
which had been semi-officially promised. 
New York Central and Hudson, after sell- 
ing up to 98%, on the strength of the 
notice of the intended conversion of the 
scrip into stock, sold off on Monday 
to 97, on account of rumorsto the effect 
that Commodore Vanderbilt had been 
seriously injured: by being thrown from 
his wagon. Such stories are of very com- 
mon occurrence in Wall Street, and pro- 
duce a slight effect and are then forgotten. 
In this instance there was a slight found- 
ation for the rumor. The modore 
was thrown from his wagon, while driving 
in Central Park, on Saturday afternoon ; 
but he was not injured. The Commodore 
is still a very bluff and hearty man, and 
perfectly able to attend to his affairs, It 
is said that he will in a few days publish 
a statement of the condition of the Cen- 
tral and Hudson River roads, which will 
be likely to send up the price of the stock. 
It is said by those who have good oppor-

A new stock has been added to the list 
on the Stock Exchange the past week, 
which has shown unusual activity, and 
promises to become a favorite with ‘the 
speculators. We mean the shares of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway 
Company, which traverses the richest and 
most fertile section of Missouri and ex- 
tends into the Indian Territory, so as to 
connect with a road leading to Galveston, 
on the Gulf of Mexico. This will be a 
most important read before long. It is 
well managed, and the shares, which sold 
at 353 last week, have sold et 40 on 
Monday. - 

Last June there was great activity in 
the Stock Market; the cliques in Rock 
Island and Lake Shore carrying up prices 
and creating a lively movement among 
the speculators on the Stock Exchange. 
But this year the — speculations cul- 
minated in May, and there are but slender 
prospects of anything more than a brokers’ 
market through the summer. Daniel 
Drew has pushed up Northwestern, 
Toledo, and Wabash, Canton Company, 
and, Quicksilver; and that remarka- 
ble old gentleman appears to be 
willing to let things remain quiet and 
simmer through the summer. The great 
contest over Pacific Mail between Henry 
N. Smith and Stockwell, the president of 
the company, prevents operators from 
taking hold of that stock; and the fight 
for the management of Erie is at end, 
and the foreign stockholders appear to be 
selling out. Union Pacific is very quiet 
but very strong; and C. C. &I. C. seems to 
have culminated at 42, and is likely to fall 
off again to the low point from which it 
rose six weeks ago. Boston, Hartford, and 
Erie remains nearly stationary at 8. 
Western Union Telegraph is strong and 
steady at 76 to 77, and is all the while im- 
proving in value and slowly advancing 
in price.

DRY GOODS. 


TRADE generally has been extremely 

dull during the whole week; but it has 
been remarkably quiet in all departments 
of dry goods. Sales have been on an ex- 
tremely limited scale ; and prices, without 
being quotably lower in domestic cottons, 
have been heavy. The causes of this state 
of things are by no means difficult to com- 
prehend. The Republican Convention in 
Philadelphia has monopolized attention, 
and attracted lar@e numbers of active 
business men to that political center; the 
uncertaintics in relation to the action of 
the British ministry on the “ supplemental 
treaty question,” and then the lateness of 
the season, when the long summer term 
of inactivity is so close at hand, are suf- 
ficient to explain the cause of the “let up” 
im activity among our heavy dry goods 
houses. The high rates at which both 
cotton and wools in the raw state are 
held, with the slender prospect of any de- 
cline, will be sufficient to explain the firm- 
ness of prices of all staple fabrics when 
there is so little doing. It would be well for 
jobbers and the larger class of dealers 
who make speculative purchases to bear 
in mind that the extensive combina- 
tions of strikers for eight hours labor 
— which look now as though they 
would carry their point—must inevitably 
have a very powerful influence upon the 
markets for all descriptions of manufac- 
tured goods. The inevitable result of 
diminishing the hours of labor will be to 
increase the cost of production in the same 
ratio; so that prices should be, without 
any counterbalancing influences, about 
twenty per cent. higher next year than 
they are now. There is a new element to 
be taken into the account, however, in the 
changes effected in our tariff and system 
of internal taxation, whereby about 
$53,000,000 will be deducted from the an- 
nual burthen of taxes which our productive 
industry has had to bear. The reductions 
in the tariff will stimulate importations 
to a certain extent, but hardly more than 
sufficient to meet the increase of consump- 
jtuyea ‘iii otir domestic manufacturing 
establishments which will be admitted 
duty free after the first of August will 
prove of benefit to our various industries. 
It would have been infinitely better to 
have enlarged the free list so as to have 
made up the full estimated reduction of 
$53,000,000, instcad of reducing the rates 
of duties on cotton and woolen fabrics; 
but they will be sufficiently protected 
under the reformed tariff, and the cost of 
the imported articles will not be sensibly 
felt by the consumer. The foreign manu- 
facturer will receive a larger share of the 
10 per cent. reduction than the American 
consumer. 
_ Unbleached sheetings and shirtings are 
in rather better demand, and some consid- 
erable sales are making for speculative 
purposes. The stock of standard sheet- 
ings in first hands is small, and quotations 
are firmly maintained. 
In bleached sheetings and shirtings 
there has been a revision of prices, in 
consequence of a movement by the Wam- 
sutta Manufacturing Company, for the 
purpose of disposing of their stock. But 
the revised prices are firm, and seem 
likely to remain so, Some large lots have 
been sold without any nominal change of 
rates, but by making more liberal dis- 
counts. 
Printing cloths have become more active, 
and prices have advanced. Sales of 64 
extra quality, in the gray, are reported at 
8} to 8i cents. The higher price is asked 
for ‘‘ spot” cloths. 
Prints are without material change, and 
the sales are to a limited extent. The 
demand for light work is slack, and quota- 
tions are a shade lower; but the rates for 
dark work are firm and unchanged. 
Ginghams are in very moderate demand; 
_ prices for the more popular makes are 
rm. 
In other departments of domestic cot- 
tons the market is very quiet, and there 
are no changes to notice since our last 
week’s report. 
Domestic woolens are generally inactive, 
but prices are firm. There is a moderate 
demand for cloths and overcoatings from 
the clothiers ; but the sales are mostly con- 
fined to the more popular makes, which 
are held at steady prices. 
In fancy cassimeres there is a better 
demand for the desirable styles of heavy 
weights, but the sales are not large and 








prices are unchanged. 


Flannels are not in much demand at 


present; but there are few of the large 
purchasers who are making selections for 


future operations rather than the demands 
Prices are generally 


Foreign goods adapted to the season are 


now Offered at lower rates, with the excep- 
tion of a few specialties ; and importers are 
desirous of closing out their invoices, in 
view of the prospective changes in the 
tariff. The importations are now sensi- 
bly decreasing, and are likely to continue 


to diminish until August next.

COFFEES.—The speculative excitement of 
last week has subsided, leaving the market 
without animation. There has been some 
demand from country jobbers for July de- 
livery, but not enough to sustain the market 
without the assistance of a speculative de- 
mand. The arrivals have been heavy, while 
the stock in Rio is 175,000 bags, which is 
large for the season. In consequence of the 
prevailing high prices, orders are being sent 
to Europe for goods, which will arrive early 
in July, when they will be admitted free of 
duty; and on the amount of these indirect 
importations the future course of the market 
will depend toa great extent. The demand 
for consumption is fair for the season, taking 
into consideration the prevailing high prices.

In 
Foreign Green Oranges are becoming scarce 
and higher and Lemons are in good demand.

MOLASSES.—Foreign is quiet and slow 
of sale for common grades; but prime and 
choice qualities are scarce, and taken on ar- 
rival at full prices, ‘Lhe stock of the former 
is not large, and the latter not equal. to the 
trade demand. Late advises indicate that the 
importations of\fne grades will be light for 
the balance of the season, shipments being 
diverted to other countries for better prices.

SPICES.—A fair business is doing, without 
change in values, except Cloves, which con- 
tinue in ‘speculative demand, late advices 
from Zanzibar confirming the worst appre- 
hensions of the destruction of the larger por- 
tion of the crop. Pepper, Ginger, and 
Pimento continue firm and in sellers’ favor, 


SYRUPS.—Full previous prices are real- 
ized on all grades, Stocks are small, and the 
production is disposed of about as fast as 
produced, fine grades being in most request. 
Sugar-house, with a limited supply, is quite 
active at full quoted values, the export de- 
mand increasing and local demand good. 
Extra heavy boiled commands 114 cents per 
gallon more than the usual standard. 


SUGARS.— Refined are in increased de- 
mand for Hards and fair request for Softs. 
The supply of Powdered, Crushed, and Cut 
Loaf is small; hence, full rates rule for these 
grades. Granulated, being in better supply, 
is comparatively lower than other Hards. 
Refiners are somewhat nervous in regard to 
apprehended strikes by their emvloyees ; and 
are, consequently, not disposed to sell in ad- 
vance of production at present values. The 
berry season increases the demand for Hards 
and Soft Whites. The Raw Sugar market is 
not favorable to refiners at the prices they 
are now (isposing of their production, the 
margin, if any, being too slight to encourage 
business. Raws are in full stock, with a 
tendency to increase, the current arrivals 
slightly exceeding the daily sales; but are 
held tenaciously at full values on good 
grades, holders insisting on extreme prices 
or storing. Undesirable lots are oecasion- 
ally disposed of at a shade below quotations.
